2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: The current 
claims are drawn to specific HIV sequences and methods of using those sequences 
which were not taught or suggested by any prior art. The current applicants represent 
many of the original discoverers of HIV and the current application claims priority to 
those early dates. The BPAI awarded priority to the Chang application, but the currently 
claimed sequences all recite a portion of the HIV-1 LTR which is not taught or 
suggested by Chang, so Chang is not prior art. Further, in view of the terminal
